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‘Beyond friendly’ 

Friends, city officials mourn strange death of firefighter

* Romulus firefighter Donald 
J. Daughenbaugh was known 
as a practical joker, but was 
always first in line to help his 
friends. 

Daughenbaugh, 25, died Sun- 
day afternoon of an apparent 
heart attack shortly after help- 
ing co-workers to extinguish a 
house fire on Burton Street. 

“He was beyond friendly,” 
said Karen Lambert, 19, a close 


childhood chum who had made 
plans to play cards with 
Daughenbaugh Sunday even- 
ing. “He was one of the best 
guys you could ever meet. He 
would go out of his way to do 
anything for you. I’m going to 
miss him a lot.” 

According to Romulus Fire 
Chief William Greenslait, 
Romulus lost a dedicated and 
devoted firefighter who served 
the community for more than 

Because Daughenbaugh died 


during the line of duty, he will 
be given a full military funeral, 
Greenslait said. 

“He got ill at the scene (of the 
fire)/’ Greenslait said. 
“According to the autopsy re- 
port, he had a heart attack. 
We’re continuing an Investiga- 
tion of the house fire. We’ve 
done everything we can at this 
point.” 

On March 25, Romulus coun- 
cilmembers passed a resolu- 
tion showing sympathy and 
support for Daughenbaugh’s 


family. 

Daughenbaugh grew up in 
Romulus and was a graduate of 
Romulus Senior High School. 
He had been training to achieve 
a paramedics license, accord- 
ing to Lambert. 

A funeral service for 
Daughenbaugh is set for 10 
a m. today at the Uht Funeral 
Home in Westland. After the 
service, Daughenbaugh will be 
buried at the Denton Cemetery 
in Van Buren Township. 


He is survived by his parents, 
William and Grace; brothers, 
Robert Eves, Ronald Eves, 
Thomas Eves and Edward 
Daughenbaugh; sister, Cheryl 
Gehan; grandparents, Huldah 
and the late William Daughen- 
baugh; and the late Samson 
and Margaret Hartford. 

“We going to take care of our 
deceased brother,” Greenslait 
said. “Upon completion of the 
funeral ceremony, we will go to 
the Progressive Hall.”

Councilmembers reject 
bid for land rezoning

Although a Riverview resi- 
dent had good intentions of 
building a party store in Romu- 
lus, councilmembers on Mon- 
day denied his request to re- 
zone a parcel of land at the 
northwest corner of Wick and 
Inkster roads. 

Ahmad Shihadeh wanted to 
rezone the parcel of land from 
MT-2 (industrial transporta- 
tion) to C-2 (general business). 

On Feb. 28, the planning com- 
mission made a motion to deny 
the rezoning request based on 
the planner’s comments it 
would create a spot zone, and 
the site is too small to 
accommodate large volumes 
of traffic. 

That motion was sent to each 
of the councilmembers. 

Councilman Noah P. Berger- 
on said he was in agreement 
with the planning commission 
decision. 

“I’m concerned about the 
spot zoning,” Bergeron said. 
“That’s not even half an acre. I 
just couldn’t support spot zon- 
ing in that corner.” 

Councilman Russell Lam- 
bert suggested Shihadeh meet 
with the city planner again to 
find another area that would be 
more suitable. 

“I do have a store that re- 
sembles the area where we’re 
proposing,” Shihadeh said. 
“My belief is it will serve the 
area because you need some- 
thing like this because you 
have a lot of warehouses out 
there. 

“It’s only half an acre land, 
and the half is sitting in the wa- 
ter. I’m willing to spend money 
to fix it up and make it a nice 
store.” 

As of Feb. 21, City Planner 
Dennis Meagher listed several 
reasons why he recommended

denial of the rezoning. 

The reasons included: 

• The petitioner has not pro- 
vided any drawings, plans or 
concepts as to how the property 
could be used or what use will 
be placed on site. 

• The development of the site 
will be encumbered by front 
yard setbacks of 40 feet, rear 
yard of 25 feet and side yards of 
10 feet each. 

• The rezoning of this specific 
site does not appear to further 
the goals and objectives of the 
Romulus Master Plan. 

• It would create a spot zone 
of commercial which does not 
have a size large enough to 
serve large volumes of traffic. 

Councilmembers made a 
motion to concur with the plan- 
ning commission recom- 
mendation. 

The motion passed with 
councilman Fred Block 
opposing.

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City roads to undergo paving project

Romulus residents can final- 
ly travel more smoothly now 
that Wayne County officials 
have decided to pave several 
roads in the city. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally m- 
formed councilmembers 
March 25 that Wayne County 
officials have requested coun- 
cilmembers approve resolu- 
tions and authorize the expend- 
iture of funds for the resurfac- 
ing of roads in the city under 
the guidelines of the Wayne 
County Internal Paving Prog- 
ram which was previously 
approved by the council 

Mayor Pro Tern Randolph 
Gear was pleased with the 


announcement. 

“This is probably the best 
news I’ve seen in awhile,” 
Gear said 

The repaving would include 
Hannan Road which desperate- 
ly needs to be improved, 
according to McAnally. 

“I ask you give approval by a 
formal resolution,” McAnally 
said. 

Cost and roads included in 
the program for Romulus are: 

• Wayne Road < Ecorse to Van 
Bom i at a cost of $102,400. 

• Wick Road (Middlebelt to 
Inksten at a cost of $76,800 

• Hannan Road (Ecorse to 
Van Bom i at a cost of $37,000. 

For 1991 . the cost of the prog- 
ram has been set at $96,000 per 
lane mile, with the city share 


being set at $32,000 per lane 
mile of paving, according to 
G.E. Siemert. director of en- 
gineering for Wayne County 
Department of Public Ser- 
vices. 


“These figures are based on 
resurfacing an existing pave- 
ment with approximately three 
to four inches of bituminous 
concrete plus the cost of all 
necessary engineering and 
preparatory construction 
work, ” Siemert said The pro- 
ject includes 3.2 lane miles of 
resurfacing in Romulus Based 
on this figure, the total project 
cost is estimated at $307,200 
with the city’s share being 
$102,400 ”

Science 
Fair is

The Romulus Junior High 
Science Fair was a big hit this 
year with 253 projects entered.

Senior Campus 
construction nears

Construction on one of the 
largest developments in West- 
land could begin as soon as next 
month. 

The senior campus, a new 
concept in housing and medical 
care for the elderly, will be the 
first of its kind to locate in 
Michigan. The project will be 
built on a 50-acre parcel of land 
located on the northwest cor- 
ner of Marquette and Wayne 
roads. 

“We’re hoping to start con- 
struction on one of the eight- 
story buildings within the next 
couple of weeks,” said Arnold 
Shapiro, one of the developers. 
“We’re just waiting for the city 
engineers to review some 
drawings for pressure testing, 
sewers and storm drains.” 

Westland planner George 
Wilhelmi expects the drawings 
will be completed and returned 
to Shapiro soon. He doesn’t see 
any setbacks that would cause 
the delay of the project. 

Shapiro also confirmed the 
project will be built according 
to original plans. City officials 
expressed concern the project 
would be downsized because of 
the recession. 

“We haven’t had any doubts 
at all about whether we could 
build the project as planned,” 
Shapiro said earlier this year. 
“We’ve had all of our financing 
in place for quite sometime 
now. The project is not affected 
by the economy.” 

Not all projects in the city 
have been so lucky. The Cen- 
tral City Shopping Center de- 
velopers have had to downsize 
their project, and construction 
is moving slow. To date, the 
only building to be completed is 
the Fretter Appliance Store. 
The project is located on the 


Southwest corner of Warren 
and Central City Parkway. 

The senior campus will be 
unique. Shapiro refers to the 
campus as ‘‘a city within a 
city.” 

Once completed, the campus 
will provide senior citizens 
with everything they need, 
Shapiro said. 

The project will include: 
1 ,500 units that will offer a vari- 
ety of care for seniors with 
different needs, whether those 
needs are housing, medical 
care or part-time and full-time 
medical care. 

Of the 11 buildings that will 
offer housing, five will be eight- 
story buildings and one will be 
12 stories. 

About 3,000 senior citizens 
will be able to live within the 
campus. 

The project will include a 
nursing home and an Alzheim- 
ers Clinic. It will also include a 
retail shopping center. 

So far, the biggest snag in the 
project was the sale of the prop- 
erty from the city to the de- 
velopers. Before the property 
could be sold to the developers, 
the title had to be cleared. Up 
until the developers made an 
offer on the property, city offi- 
cials were unaware the proper- 
ty did not have a clear title. It 
wasn’t until a title search was 
made that city officials disco- 
vered 30 percent of the proper- 
ty had been acquired by the 
state because of non-payment 
of taxes over the years. 

It will take about 5 years to 
build the entire project, Sha- 
piro said. 

Last summer, the developers 
bought homes located on 
Wayne Road, which will be 
knocked down and the property 
used for the project. 

Currently, the land is com- 
prised mostly of an open field.

WHAT CAUSES CATARACTS? 

A cataract is a clouding of the lens of the eye The 
lens is positioned directly behind the pupil, and nor- 
mally it is optically clear Any disturbance to the lens 
will cause it to become cloudy, and we then call it a 
"cataract’'. 

Usually, the clouding of the lens into a cataract is a slow process occurring 
as we age. Sometimes, however, we will see cataracts form in very young 
individuals. The great majority of these cases are of unknown cause. Occa- 
sionally there seems to be a hereditary factor in cataract formation. Recent 
evidence supports the theory that long-term exposure to the sun may hasten 
cataract formation, and it's possible that persons who spend much of their 
time outdoors may be more likely to get cataracts. Shielding the eyes from the 
sun or wearing glasses that block ultraviolet light may slow development of 
cataracts. 

Long-term use of cortisone or other steroid drugs has been associated with 
cataracts. Trauma to the eye can cause cataract formation, either immediately 
or delayed. Cataracts arc seen in some diseases of the eye such as iritis, and in 
extreme nearsightedness. They are more common in diabetics and in persons 
with atopic dermatitis. Many other rare diseases have been linked to cataract 
formation. 

For most patients, the cause of their cataract will not be known for certain. 
If the lens clouds enough to seriously affect vision, modern cataract surgery, 
with lens replacement by intraocular lens implant, can restore excellent vi- 
sion in the great majority of patients.

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Headlee returns 

Property owners may 

still receive tax break

Local and state property 
owners may still receive a tax 
break this year. 

However, a couple of key 
administrative and legislative 
pieces to a tax reform puzzle 
must fall into place before the 
Headlee Tax Cut Initiative can 
become a reality. 

If enacted, the Headlee Tax 
Initiative will: 

• Cut each property-tax 
assessment 10 percent retroac- 
tive to Dec. 31, 1990, and 
another 10 percent Dec. 31 of 
this year. 

• Force the state legislature 
to fund from the State General 
Fund any local revenue lost by 
the 20 percent cut. 

• Allow any taxpayer to bring 
a lawsuit in his or her own coun- 
ty Circuit Court to enforce this 
statute with attorney fees paid 
by the taxing body at 150 per- 
cent of actual expenses if the 
taxpayer prevails. No cost of 
any nature shall be levied 
against a plaintiff taxpayer. 

Headlee, who in 1978 au- 
thored and received voter 
approval for the Headlee Tax 
Limitation Act, is the chair- 
man of Taxpayers United. His 
group has compiled 224,000 
petition signatures for the 
latest tax initiative. 

However, during a meeting 
of the Board of State Canvas- 
sers, Christopher Thomas, 
director of the Bureau of Elec- 
tions, recommended the board 
certify validity of only 190,277 
of the required 191,276 signa- 
tures, but he refused to count 
3,000 petition signatures he 
claimed did not pass special vo- 
ter eligibility tests. 

“These tests, in our opinion, 
are unlawful,” said Bill 
McMaster, who is handling the 
Headlee Tax Initiative drive. 
“Voter registration tests were 
abolished in the South during 
the 1950s, and as we see it the 
Board of Canvassers will not be 
successful from blocking the 
Headlee Tax Cut Initiative 


from going to the Capitol this 
year. They can’t violate the 
civil rights of 224,000 registered 
Michigan voters.” 

McMaster said Gov. John 
Engler has announced he 
would support the Headlee In- 
itiative, and the governor 
would withdraw his proposal if 
the Headlee proposal gains 
acceptance by the legislatures. 

Engler is proposing a 20- 
percent property tax decrease, 
however, over a period of three 
years. 

The House and Senate would 
have to approve the Headlee 
proposal by a simple majority 
in order for it to become a real- 
ity. Since it is a legislative in- 
itiative, no vote of the people is 
required. 

“In the meantime,” McMas- 
ter stressed, ‘‘we are en- 
couraging overtaxed homeow- 
ners to phone their state sena- 
tor and state representative 
and Gov. Engler that they ex- 
pect them to support this initia- 
tive.”

Guest editorial 

Disappointment 
runs deep 


I would be “less than can- 
did” if I did not make it clear 
that the depth of disappoint- 
ment many of us are feeling 
as a result of the outcome of 
the March 13th millage elec- 
tion is both profound and 
painful. Certainly, my 
pledge to you continues to be 
that all of us within the 
school district will do the 
very best we can for kids 
with the limited resources 
available to us.

Slightly less than 15,000 community members have ex- 
pressed their opinions through the democratic process 
yet, all of us will be required to live by that decision until 
“another day”. For those 7,165 people who voted to sup- 
port the future of young people in Wayne-Westland, I 
extend a heartfelt “thank you” for both your generosity 
and for your vision. Although a record number of you 
turned out at the polls, it is still a defeat regardless of the 
close margin. 


A very special “thank you” is extended to all of those 
members of the Save Our Schools Committee and to the 
co-chairmen Bob Millar and Margaret Harlow . Their per- 
sonal effort and their concern for the growth of our com- 
munity through education served as a mainstay of the 
campaign. 

It occurs to me that one of the ironic criticisms of Amer- 
ican Public Education heard during the recent millage 
campaign from more than one “NO” voter, was that the 
performances of American students when compared with 
students from Japan and some European countries was 
“less than competitive”. How interesting to me it is that 
anyone could possibly believe that by voting "NO on a 
local millage, therefore denying a school district adequ- 
ate revenue, that our students would compare more 
favorably within the world community. Five hours of 
instruction in our secondary schools certainly won t help 
us reach our goal of providing prepared and competitive 
young adults, ready for the challenges of the 21st Century . 

Our current system of funding education is archaic. It 
scares me to think what would have happened in the 
Persian Gulf War if the financing of Desert Storm had 
been contingent on passage of a local millage to pay for 
tanks and troops. While none of us relish the idea of 
paying more taxes, most of us do feel fortunate that we 
are living in a free society. The “Catch 22” is that with the 
freedom comes responsibility. There are many among us 
who, in my estimation, better do a “quick and serious” 
reassessment of the value of living in the greatest demo- 
cracy on the face of the earth. If we don’t accept our 
responsibility and pay a little more now to provide an 
education for our kids, we’ll pay a whole lot later in other 
ways. 

I have every confidence that just as it has in every other 
“crisis” school district in the state, “this too shall pass”. 
Ultimately, our community will “see the light” and sup- 
port kids. The only question is whether it will come “soon- 
er or later”. There are already victims of our millage 
defeats. They are the students in our classrooms across 
the district. For many of them “sooner” may even be too 
late. Can we afford the loss?

With Kirkpatrick and Bak- 
er out of the Rocks lineup next 
year, the void will be difficult to 
fill. 


Tyrone Wheatley is a name that 
almost all sports fans in Michi- 
gan have heard or read about. 
His exploits on the football field 
earned him the title of Mr. Foot- 
ball, and he has a score of state 
track records to his credit. 
However, few realize the 6-2 
senior is an outstanding basket- 
ball player. He was the main- 
stay of the Bulldogs’ cage team. 
He averaged 15 points per game 
and seven rebounds and earned 
all-conference recognition for 
his efforts. 


Claude McReynolds, a 6-3 

senior forward, kept the Inkster 
Vikings in the thick of the Sub- 
urban Athletic Conference title 
race. Unfortunately for Coach 
George Thompson’s club, 
McReynolds was injured in mid- 
season and that had a chilling 
effect on the Vikings’ title ambi- 
tions. McReynolds finished with 
21 points and 13 rebounds per 
game, which sealed him a berth 
on the all-conference team. 


Torrey Mills, the sharpshoot- 
ing, playmaking senior from 
Romulus High, was unstoppable 
most of the season. When the 6-1 
eager w as on, the Eagles flew ; if 
he had a poor night, meaning 
less than his 20-point average, 
Romulus was in trouble. Mills, 
whose brother Terry helped the 
University of Michigan win a 
national title in 1989, follows in 
the family tradition of playing 
hard-nosed basketball.

Michael Garland, the man 
who led the Belleville Tigers to 
their most successful season, 
has been selected The Associ- 
ated Newspapers All-area 
Coach of the Year. 

Garland, who also made the 
ANP All-area Team as a player 
at Belleville, guided his team to 
the state quarterfinals, the 
furthest the school has gone in 
the state playoff race. 

The Tigers won the Wolver- 
ine ‘A’ Conference with a per- 
fect 14-0 record. They finished 
the season with an overall 19-1 
mark. The only team to beat 
Belleville during the regular 
season was Detroit Southwest- 
ern, the eventual state cham- 
pions. 

The Tigers had a tremendous 
playoff run with a winning 
margin of at least 19 points in 
five playoff games. They won 
big in the regional finals over 
Plymouth-Canton and adv- 
anced to the quarterfinals in 
Jackson. 

The dream season came to 
an end against Benton Harbor. 
Even that game belonged to 
Belleville through three quar- 
ters. 

“It was there for us to take. 
We came up short,” Garland 
said of the loss. 

Ironically, the winner of that 
game was to face Detroit 
Southwestern in the semi- 
finals. 

Blessed w'ith many gifted 
athletes. Garland had many 
weapons to go to as a coach He

could count on his big men 
under the basket at both ends of 
the ‘floor. He frequently had 
two or three men with twenty 
points or more. 

But the trademark of the Bel- 
leville team was a smothering 
defense. Under Garland, the 
Tigers stressed defense. 

Garland mixed and matched 
his team according to the situa- 
tion. He put out his big team, 
his quick team or whatever 
was necessary to get the job 
done. 

The Belleville Tigers 
finished the year ranked fifth in 
the state in the Detroit News 
Class A team standings. 

Garland, w f ho became the 
Belleville head coach in 1987, is 
also considered to be among 
the best in the state. 


Greg Hartman, a 6-2 junior 
guard from Wayne, also was 
noted for getting the job done for 
Wayne Memorial and first-year 
Coach Danny Henry. The Zebras 
were title contenders in the Wol- 
verine ‘A’ Conference until the 
final weeks of the campaign, and 
Hartman played a major role in 
keeping Wayne alive. He aver- 
aged in double scoring figures 
for most of the season, but his 
most important contribution 
was that of flood leader. 


Derrick McDonald was phe- 
nomenal at the three-point 
range, and that gave Canton a 
multi dimensional offense 
which few could stop. The 6-1 
junior point guard finished with 
a 16-point per game average, 
and he also led the Chiefs in 
assists with six per game. 
Selected to the all-conference 
team, McDonald is one of two 
blue-chip juniors who will be re- 
turning to Coach Dave Van 
Wagoner’s lineup next year. 


Carlos Johnson , at 5-6, is the 

smallest member of the All-area 
team. However, this quick- 
stepping, deceptive ball-handler 
provided the Inkster Vikings 
with 16 points per game and six 
assists. “He’s the type of player 
who comes up with the big play. 
The big basket,” Inkster Coach 
George Thompson said. “And he 
can go to the boards w f ith the best 
of them.” Johnson will be re- 
turning to the club next year, 
however, the veteran Inkster 
coach will not. 


Carl Bow, a 6-2 senior guard, is 
another reason Belleville was so 
successful this season. A diffi- 
cult player to stop. Bow kept the 
Tiger offense well-tuned with his 
timely baskets and assists.

Like his teammate, 
Tyrone Wheatley, Baskin is 
among the finest athletes ever to 
compete at Robichaud. 


Rick Barnes, a 6-2 junior 
guard, can hurt you in many 
ways.

Airline price wars 
help local business

Local travel agents are hop- 
ing the latest round of airline 
price cuts will jump-start the 
sluggish travel industry back 
to its usual roaring spring 
level. 

On March 14, Continental 
Airlines announced a plan to 
cut airfare prices for a limited 
time on most of its round-trips. 
Northwest, Midway, Delta and 
others soon followed with their 
own price breaks. 

The price cuts follow three 
separate airfare hikes from 
August to December and the 
addition of an extra fuel sur- 
charge on each ticket. Since the 
conclusion of the Persian Gulf 
war in early March, travelers 
have told local agents they feel 
better about taking trips and 
are taking advantage of the 
lower fares. 

“Especially in these times, 
people are looking in the news- 
papers and watching television 
for deals,” said Kelly Allen, 
travel agent for Elliott Travel 
and Tours Inc. in Westland. 
“Everyone has been calling in 
about the lower fares. They’ve 
been keeping their eyes on the 
prices, waiting for them to 
come down. 

‘‘We like the price cuts. 
We’re just hoping business will 
continue to improve.” 

According to area travel 
agents, business increased at 
least 20 percent last week and 
they expect it to continue 
throughout this week, as most 


major airlines have extended 
their discounts until April 8. 

The fares were so good last 
week, for example, that a 
round-trip ticket to Florida was 
slashed from $253 to $138. A 
round-trip ticket to California, 
previously about $430, was cut 
to $278. 

“We haven't seen fares like 
this in a long time,” said 
Bridget Kelly, travel agent for 
Wayne Metro Travel Service 
Inc. “It’s up to the airlines now 
to do what they can do. But 
we’re very pleased with the in- 
crease in business. It’s like a 
shot in the arm.” 

Alta Becker, travel agent for 
Harvard Square Travel Ser- 
vice in Canton Township, says 
Florida and California vaca- 
tions are once again picking up 
steam. 

“We had a tremendous slow- 
down and some people are still 
watching to see if the fares will 
drop even lower,” Becker said. 
“It’s a waiting game. We hope 
they don’t wait too long and 
miss the great deals.”

Small business owners have 
felt few negative effects from 
the recent 4-cent postage in- 
crease. 

Depending on the business, 
local owners and managers re- 
port little to no change in the 
cost of operating their com- 
panies. 

“We haven’t noticed any 
effects, because we do so little 
mailing out,” said Mark Her- 
zog, assistant manager of 
Richardson’s Pharmacy in 
Westland. 

Chris Swick, the manager of 
Mail Boxes Etc. in Westland, 
thought the postage increase 
would adversely affect his 
postal packaging and shipping 
business, but he was pleasantly 
surprised. 

“Before the postage in- 
crease, many customers came 
into the store to buy stamps,” 
Swick said. “But business 
hasn’t slowed down since the 
increase. It didn’t hurt us.” 

The increase was justifiable, 
he said, because of the amount 
of daily outgoing mail and the 
number of U.S. Postal Service 
employees. 

At the American Speedy 
Printing Center, 2410 S. Wayne 
Road in Westland, it’s business 
as usual. 

“The postal increase hasn’t 
affected Speedy Printing,” 
acting Manager Mike Wisner 
said, “It affects the larger, 
commercial printing com- 
panies.” 

Larger companies have 
marked up price quotes by at 
least 5 percent since the post- 
age increase. 

Speedy Printing Center in 
Westland, however, primarily 
mails small invoices, he said. 

The U.S. Postal Service 
maintains the hike is neces- 
sary, because of increasing

fuel and airline industry costs. 

The U.S. Postal Service must 
be a break-even enterprise, 
and the postal service wasn’t 
breaking even, according to 
Jack Truesdell, superinten- 
dent of window service at the 
Westland, Wayne and Canton 
Township post office branches.

WHAT CAUSES CATARACTS? 

A cataract is a clouding of the lens of the eye. The 
lens is positioned directly behind the pupil, and nor- 
mally it is optically clear. Any disturbance to the lens 
will cause it to become cloudy, and we then call it a 
"cataract". 


Usually, the clouding of the lens into a cataract is a slow process occurring 
as wc age. Sometimes, however, we will sec cataracts form in very young 
individuals. The great majority of these cases arc of unknown cause. Occa- 
sionally there seems to be a hereditary factor in cataract formation. Recent 
evidence supports the theory that long-term exposure to the sun may hasten 
cataract formation, and it's possible that persons who spend much of their 
time outdoors may be more likely to get cataracts. Shielding the eyes from the 
sun or wearing glasses that block ultraviolet light may slow development of 
cataracts. 

Long term use of cortisone or other steroid drugs has been associated with 
cataracts. Trauma to the eye can cause cataract formation, either immediately 
or delayed. Cataracts are seen in some diseases of the eye such as iritis, and in 
extreme nearsightedness. They are more common in diabetics and in persons 
with atopic dermatitis Many other rare diseases have been linked to cataract 
formation. 


For most patients, the cause of their cataract will not be known for certain. 
If the lens clouds enough to seriously affect vision, modern cataract surgery, 
with lens replacement by intraocular lens implant, can restore excellent vi- 
sion in the great majority of patients.

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Automotive care begins in the spring months

Taking care of your car in 
the spring requires more 
than changing the oil and 
checking the tires, area 
service experts say. 

Depending on the age and 
make of the vehicle, car 
owners should also have 
someone check belts, hoses, 
anti-freeze, brakes, front 
suspension, fluids and spark 
plugs. Just to name a few. 

"Of course there is less to 
check in the spring than in 
the winter, however, you still 
have to take care of the 
routine maintenance stuff.” 
said Jerry Folk, manager of 
Bill Brown Auto Clinic in 
Canton Township. 

For newer front-wheel drive 
cars, it is especially 
important to make sure the 
electric cooling fan is in 
proper working condition. 

“If you don’t and it goes 
bad. you could be stuck in 
traffic and the car will 
overheat and the air 
conditioning won't work,” 
Folk said. 

Local car experts also 


recommend a tune up every 
20.000-25.000 miles. A tune 
up should include checking 
the cap. rotor, spark plugs, 
wire, fluids, coils and fuel 
and air filters. 

A good tune up, experts 
say. can improve gas mileage, 
provide more performance 
power and increase the life of 
the vehicle. More 
importantly, it can possibly 
save thousands of dollars 
later in repair bills. 

"You have to keep up on 
your car maintenance,” said 
Michille Townsend of 
Superior Auto and Truck 
Service Inc. in Belleville. “A 
little money now in a tune up 
can save a lot later.” 

The engine, however, isn't 
the only thing that needs to 
be checked on your car in the 
spring. 

Manager Gary Gorkiewicz of 
Wayne Collision recommends 
car owners examine their 
vehicles closely for scratches 
and dents. Generally 
speaking, the spring months 
are a good time of the year for 


professionals to perform body 
work, he said. 

"You can see the paint 
better now than in the 
winter.” Gorkiewicz said. 

"You want to repair any rust 
spots before they spread and 
become worse. Keeping your 
car up will mean a better 
resale value.” 

Even after waxing your car. 
it’s important to wash it 
regularly and clean the door 
jams, according to 
Gorkiewicz. 

Other tips he recommended 
include: 


* Rub polishing wheel with 
compound to remove 
scratches and oxidation on 
painted surfaces. 

* Wax all painted areas. 

* Lubricate door and hood 
hinges and latches with white 
grease. 

* Check tire air pressure. 

* Fix all scratches with 
touch-up paint. 

* Have a front alignment 
check to save on tire wear 
and gasoline mileage.

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Check needed of automobile suspension system 


Spring is traditionally a 
time to get the family car 
ready for summer driving, 
especially vacation travel It's 
also a good time to carefully 
inspect vour suspension for 
any damage caused by winter 
potholes. 

Many vacations involve 
loading the car with the 
family luggage, sports 
equipment and perhaps 
towing a boat or trailer. Good 
suspension performance is 
vital to a smooth comfortable 
ride and an enjoyable ride 
and an enjoyable trip. Not to 
mention safe handling, better 
control and less tire wear. 

It's a common belief that 
shock absorbers do the most 
to improve the ride quality of 
a car. 

While they do make a 
difference, the primary 
suspension part affecting ride 
quality is actually the 
springs. The springs carry 
the weight of the vehicle, and 
support it when making 
turns or stopping and 
absorbing bumps and dips. 


The function of the spring 
becomes more critical as you 
add more weight to your 
vehicle. Some shocks, such 
as air shocks, may help, but 
they put stress on the shock 
mounting bolts which aren't 
designed to carry weight. 

The best place to 
compensate for the effects of 
additional loads is the coil 
springs. There are two 
options to consider with coil 
springs: install heavy duty 
models or ones with a 
variable-rate design. Heavy- 
duty springs will help with 
the loads, but leave the 
vehicle with a harsh ride 
when empty. The variable- 
rate coil spring design offers 
the advantage of increasing 
its resistance as weight is 
increased, automatically 
adjusting to the load. The 
result: a smooth, comfortable 
ride when loaded or empty. 

The variable-rate design 
coil spring was introduced by 
Moog Automotive Inc., a 
leading producer of steering 
and suspension parts. 


Available are applications for 
both the front and rear where 
coil springs are used. 

Another suspension 
problem is sagged springs. 
Springs are the only parts in 
the vehicle that work 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year, 
always supporting the weight 
of the vehicle. Over time they 
can sag. actually lowering the 
ride height of the vehicle. 

This affects many other 
steering and suspension 
parts that can lead to poor 
handling, alignment 
problems and shortened tire 
life. 

To check for sag. have a 
professional mechanic check 
your car for proper height. 
The procedure isn't difficult, 
but requires a trained expert 
to accurately measure and 
determine the condition of 
your springs. 

This is especially important 
for many front-wheel-drive 
vehicles today. The 
suspension system used in 
most is lighter and has fewer 
parts. Damage caused from 


sagged springs or excessive 
bottoming out can be very 
expensive. 

If components absorb 
sustained impact, their life 
will be severely shortened. 
This is because bottoming 
out produces an impact 
absorbed by the upperstrut 
mounts, which can damage 
its shock absorbing ability. 
The force of the impact is also 
transmitted to other 
suspension parts. A variable- 
rate spring in the front will 
seldom bottom out. 

Alignment is also affected 
by bottoming out and 
accelerated tire wear in the 
result. 

Front-wheel-drive vehicles 
with severely sagged front 
coil springs can also suffer 
damage to what are known as 
constant velocity joints. 

These joints deliver power 
from the transmission to the 
front wheels and are usually 
very expensive to replace. 
Replacing sagged springs, by 
installing variable-rate 
springs can stop damage.

Ignore car care and you will face consequences 


You have probably heard 
your dentist say, "If you 
ignore your teeth, they will go 
away." 

Without proper dental 
hygiene and regular visits to 
the dentist, it is very likely 
that someday you will be 
soaking your teeth instead of 
brushing them. The same 
thing can be said about your 
car. If you deny your car 
proper maintenance and 
avoid regular car trips to a 
good technician, then your 
car will go away. 

Up until the mid 1970s, 
most car owners practiced 
preventative maintenance. 
This was largely because that 
as the ignition points wore 
out and lead in the fuel 
masked the spark plug, 
vehicle performance and 
economy began to deteriorate 
noticeably. The car would 
then be brought in for the 
proverbial "tune-up." This 
usually took place about once 
a year or every 12,000 to 

15,000 miles. 

This was also a good 
opportunity for the 
technician to check for 
additional maintenance 
needs in area such as the 
radiator and heater hoses, 
coolant condition, the fan 


belts, the .vacuum hoses, the 
fuel and air filters, the 
canister filter and the 
condition of the battery, the 
tires and the emission control 
and exhaust systems. Just to 
name a few. 

With the advent of 
electronic ignition and 
unleaded fuel in the mid 
1970s, as well as the addition 
of computer controls in the 
early 1980s, the deterioration 
of the mileage and 
performance is hardly 
noticeable. This, combined 
with the fact there are few 
full-service gas stations left 
today, causes most vehicle 
owners to practice what is 
called "reactionary 
maintenance.” 

Reactionary maintenance is 
when you continue to drive 
your car as long as it runs 
well, neglecting to raise the 
hood to check the oil or 
anything else. Then, the first 
time you notice a change in 
drive ability, usually at 

50,000 to 60.000 miles, you 
rush to a repair facility and 
want the problem fixed in a 
couple of hours. 

And you often complain 
about the cost of the repairs. 
It may sound a little harsh, 
but this scenario happens 


thousands of times each day 
across the country. 

Today, cars need 
preventative maintenance. 
Even though oil and gasoline 
have improved, and car 
manufacturers will try and 
persuade you their product 
has improved, new cars are 
wearing out faster than old 
ones because of the lack of 
preventative maintenance. 

If you want your car to last 
as long as the payments, dig 
the owners manual out of the 
glove box. Turn to the 
maintenance instructions 
section and read it carefully. 
Pay particular attention to 
the page which discusses oil 
change intervals. You will 
notice the manufacturer 
differentiates between normal 
driving conditions and severe 
driving conditions. 

Usually, severe driving 
conditions are defined as: 
driving through dusty areas, 
towing a trailer or boat, 
frequent idling or idling for 
long periods and driving for 
10 miles or less in freezing 
weather. Cars operated under 
these conditions should have 
an oil and filter change every 

3.000 miles or three months, 
which ever occurs first. 

Normal driving conditions 


occur if you driving does not 
fall in any one of the severe 
driving categories. However, 
less than 25 percent of the 
cars on the road actually 
qualify for the normal driving 
category. In addition, if your 
car is equipped with a 
turbocharger, frequent oil 
changes are a must. 

If the turbo becomes 
choked up. it could cost as 
much as $1,000 to replace it. 
and the factory warranty 
won't cover the bill if you 
can't show proof of oil change 
at the factory-recommended 
intervals. 

Engine coolant and 
transmission fluid are two 
more items that must be 
changed regularly to ensure a 
long life for your car. Engine 
coolant should be changed 
every two years and diluted 
with 50 percent water, as 
pure engine coolant will 
freeze at around 0 degrees 
Fahrenheit. This mix gives 
you the best cold weather 
protection and the best heat 
dissipation ability in hot 
weather. 

The life of the automatic 
transmission fluid is 
basically determined by how 
hot the fluid has been during

Even in this age of take-charge, 
self-improvement diet and 
exercise programs, when it comes 
to getting competent automotive 
repair and service, many of us 
revert to our coach potato ways. 
We either neglect vehicle 
maintenance entirely or throw up 
our hands and depend on fate. 

And that's too bad. since timely 
maintenance can extend the life 
of a vehicle by up to 50 percent, 
according to a survey conducted 
by the non-profit National 
Institute for Automotive Service 
Excellence. ASE. the group which 
tests and certifies the competence 
of automotive technicians, also 
notes customer involvement 
throughout the car repair process 
can help ensure the repairs go 
smoothly. 

Here are some tips from the 
experts at ASE on the importance 
of good communications in car 
repairs. 

Read the owner’s manual; 
familiarize yourself with the basic 
components; follow the service 
schedules listed in the manual 
and keep a log of all repairs and 
service. Get in the habit of 


keeping good records. 

Use all of your senses to inspect 
your vehicle frequently. Check for 
unusual sounds, odors, drips, 
warning lights, smoke, changes in 
acceleration, engine performance, 
gas mileage, fluid levels, worn 
tires, belts, hoses and problems 
in handling, braking or steering. 

Note when the problem occurs. 
Is it constant or periodic? When 
the vehicle is cold or after the 
engine has warmed? At all 
speeds? When did the problem 
first begin? 

Once you go to your repair 
facility, be prepared to describe 
the symptoms. Many shops are 
busy, so try and be concise, but 
avoid establishments where you 
feel rushed or worse, that your 
comments are not welcome. 

Carry a written list to give to 
the technician or service 
manager. This is especially 
important in larger shops, where 
the work order may be passed 
from service writer to technician. 

Resist the temptation to suggest 
a specific course of repair. Just as 
you would with your physician, 
tell where it hurts and how long 


it's been that way. but let the 
technician diagnose and 
recommend a remedy. 

Ask as many questions as you 
need. Do not be embarrassed to 
request everyday definitions and 
non-technical terminology. 

Look around for signs of 


professionalism such as overall 
neatness, customer service 
awards, membership in the Better 
Business Bureau. 

Before you leave, also make 
certain you understand all shop 
policies, includingguarantees. 
labor rates and diagnostic fees.

operation. Since you have no 
way of really knowing how 
hot the fluid has been, an 
easy way to check is by 
pulling out the transmission 
dipstick and looking at the 
fluid. If the fluid is brown 
instead of red and smells like 
you just ran over a skunk, it 
needs to be changed 
immediately. It is a good 
habit to have the 
transmission fluid changed 
every two years or 24,000 
miles. 

The high temperatures 
under the hood of cars today 
take their toll on rubber and 
heater hoses, fuel lines and 
vacuum hoses. One of the 
main causes of breakdown is 
fan belt and/or radiator/ 
heater hose failure. The best 
insurance against this 
catastrophe is to have the 
belts and hoses replaced 
every two years. 

And while on the subject of 
rubber, there is no reason 
why steel belted radial tires 
shouldn’t last at least 70.000 
miles or longer. It takes only 
three things to make this 
happen: Have wheel 
alignment and tire balance 


checked once a year, keep 
tires properly inflated and 
rotate tires every 6.000 miles. 

Perhaps the key is to 
examine the tires once a 
week. If you notice any 
unusual tire wear patterns, 
have a good alignment shop 
check the alignment, the 
suspension components and 
the tire balance. Tire wear 
problems do not fix 
themselves. 

One final area is the 
battery. Most batteries are 
replaced on the first cold 
morning the car won't start. 
The average life of a battery 
is three and one-half years. If 
you are driving around with a 
battery that is older than 
that, then you shouldn’t be 
surprised if you are stranded 
at the train station parking 
lot or the shopping center 
when it is 10 degrees below 
zero and the wind is blowing 
at 20 mph. 

Why not just replace the 
battery before this happens? 
That is what preventative 
maintenance is all about: 
looking, checking and 
replacing automotive 
components before they fail.

Americans fear brake 
failure but then 
neglect maintenance 


Brake failure is the leading 
fear of motorists today, yet 
statistics show lack of 
consumer awareness and 
vehicle neglect may be 
contributing to unsafe roads 
in the area. 

For many years, 
automakers have shied away 
from using safety as a 
marketing tool. After two 
unsuccessful attempts to tie 
safety features on cars to 
sales, automakers decided 
consumers weren't very 
interested. 

The 1990s, however, are a 
different story. Health 
conscious consumers are 
changing buying habits 
which in turn is having an 
impact on automakers and 
the message they are using to 
reach consumers. Airbags, 
antilock brakes, automatic 
restraints and traction 
control technologies are all a 
part of the new messages 
being tied to marketing 
efforts. 

In a recent national survey 
commissioned by Bendix 
brakes, most motorists - 
nearly 50 percent - ranked 
brake failure as their No. 1 
fear while driving. However, 
less than 20 percent 
identified their brakes as a 


system to have checked on a 
regular basis. 

Based on this information 
and figures supplied by 
national agencies, there are 
an estimated 4.5 million 
vehicles on the road today 
with dangerously unsafe 
brakes. 

Because brakes are out-of- 
sight. Bendix officials 
recommend you have them 
checked at least once a year, 
even if no problems seem 
evident. Preventive 
maintenance should also 
include flushing the brake 
system once a year and 
adding new brake fluid. 

The purpose of the fluid is 
to absorb moisture in the 
system and after a year can 
be as much as 5 to 80 
percent water. A 15-minute 
safety check by a competent 
technician can alert you to 
problems before they become 
dangerous. 

Checking the following 
safety list could save you 
money down the road: Master 
cylinder, stop light switch, 
line and hoses, wheel 
cylinder, brake fluid, parking 
brake, brake lining, brake 
hardware, brake drums, 
brake rotors and wheel 
bearings.

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Struts become predominant on domestic vehicles 


Most American consumers 
have come to grips with high- 
tech lingo, space-age jargon 
and the latest slang. 

But despite the national 
belief Americans are the most 
car-sawy consumers 
anywhere, most would be 
unable today to explain one 
of the fundamental auto 
technologies, the strut 
suspension. 

Industry statistics suggest 
more than 60 percent of all 
cars now on American roads 
are equipped with "strut 
suspensions.” and more than 
90 percent of all new cars 
being sold in the United 
States today are "strut- 
equipped." 

These statistics clearly 
establish an engineering 
preference for the strut 
suspension system, a 
preference equally shared by 
both Import and domestic 
manufacturers. 

This trend toward strut 
suspensions vs. traditional 
suspensions began in the late 
1970s when rising fuel costs 


prompted automobile 
manufacturers to design 
smaller, more fuel-efficient 
vehicles. 

In order to save vehicle 
weight and space while still 
maintaining passenger 
comfort, manufacturers 
introduced “front-wheel 
drive." This allows for greater 
rear seat and trunk space by 
keeping all drive train 
components under the hood. 
Strut suspensions are 
considered ideal for front- 
wheel drive vehicles because 
they are more compact and 
weigh far less than 
traditional suspension 
systems. Yet. despite growing 
acceptance, most drivers 
have no idea what a "strut" is 
or what functions it 
performs. 

Basically, a strut performs 
two functions. One is to 
support vehicle weight by 
serving as an integral part of 
the chassis. And the other is 
to dampen excess wheel 
movement by acting as a 
shock absorber. The latter is 


accomplished by a damping 
mechanism, similar to a 
shock absorber, located 
inside the strut housing. Like 
a shock absorber, the 
primary function of the 
damping mechanism is to 
keep tires in proper contact 
with the road. 

However, it can wear out 
over time, and therefore, 
should be inspected at 
regular intervals. Monroe 
Auto Equipment Co., the 
largest manufacturer of 
struts and shocks in the 
world, suggested having your 
suspension system inspected 
every 25.000 miles or at 
manufacturer suggested 
intervals. 

Because a strut is more 
than just a shock absorber, 
repair costs are higher. Strut 
suspensions also vary in 
design and the manner in 
which they are repaired. 

Some strut suspensions may 
include brake or steering 
components as part of its 
assembly axle. 

Because of the high cost of 


these assemblies, the 
manufacturer designs the 
units so that when the inner 
damping mechanism wears 
out. it can be removed and 
replaced with a cartridge 
containing a new damping 
mechanism. 

The most common strut 
suspension today 
incorporates sealed strut 
units, which are designed to 
be completely replaced when 
the damping mechanism 
wears out. 

Sealed strut unit repair is 
usually less complicated than 
cartridge repair, but costs 
slightly more than a 
traditional shock repair since 
the sealed unit contains 
additional components such 
as bracket to attach to the 
wheel spindle, as well as 
brake line brackets and 
spring seats, which must 
support thousands of pounds 
of vehicle weight. 

Regardless of which repair 
is required, each improves 
you car handling ability and 
ride. 


Hottest day is challenge for air conditioner 


It’s noon on the hottest day of 
the summer and you’re about to 
get into your sunbaked car. The 
only problem is the temperature 
inside your car is somewhere 
between Death Valley and the 
boiling surface of the sun. 

Sound familiar? 

According to Everco Industries, 
a leading manufacturer of 
replacement parts for automobile 
and truck air conditioning 
systems, most people don’t think 
about their vehicle’s air 
conditioner until it stops working 
correctly. 

'We recommend that people put 
their vehicle’s air conditioner to a 
performance test during the 
spring so they’re not unpleasantly 
surprised during summer 
months.” said Larry Turay. field 
training coordinator for Everco. 

Performance testing simply 
means making sure your air 
conditioner functions efficiently to 
cool your vehicle’s interior. In 
addition to identifying problems 
which you can correct, these 
simple steps can target areas 
where professional service may be 
necessary to prevent costly 
damage to compressors and other 
system components. 

-Test the system’s fan to ensure 
it is functioning correctly at each 
level (low-high). 


-With function selector on. test 
the system’s temperature switch. 
Does it operate properly when you 
adjust from hot to cold? 

-Does the air conditioner 
produce enough cool air? This 
may be difficult to estimate 
depending on current 
temperature conditions and 
individual tastes, but it should 
produce a significant amount of 
air movement and cooling 
through all output vents. If some 
vents work poorly, it may indicate 
you have a problem. 

-Check under the hood. Is the 
radiator coolant at the correct 
level? Is the radiator condenser 
clear of bugs, leaves, paper and 
other obstructions? If not. clear 
any obstructions carefully using a 
soft bristle broom or garden hose. 

-Check all accessible belts for 
correct tension. If they are 
cracked or brittle, they should be 
replaced. Also, watch for shiny 
areas, which may indicate the 
belt is slipping and may need 
adjustment to perform correctly. 

-Check all pipe and hose 
connections for signs of moisture. 
If they are wet or oily, it may 
Indicate areas of leakage. It’s best 
to begin with the compressor and 
follow the air conditioner hoses or 
lines throughout the visible 
component of the system. A slight 


oil build-up is normal at the front 
of the compressor near the seal. 

As most do-it-yourselfers know, 
even simple maintenance and 
repairs have gotten increasingly 
complicated in today’s 
automobiles and light trucks. The 
reality is that purchasing all of 
the test and service equipment 
necessary to properly maintain a 
mobile air conditioning system is 
cost prohibitive for most 
consumers. Without this 
professional equipment, working 
on an air conditioning system 
involves a great deal of 
guesswork, which can add cost 
and frustration to the job and 
may never solve the problem. In 
addition, tampering with 
unfamiliar high pressure hoses 
under certain conditions can be 
hazardous. 

The most common 
misperception is that if your air 
conditioning isn’t cooling well 
enough, it simply needs a shot of 
freon. Adding freon to the system 
by using one of several DIYer 
adapter kits available can be 
dangerous. In fact, it may 
compound your problem by 
interfering with the system’s 
critical balance, which will 
actually cause it to cool less 
efficiently than if properly 
charged and service. 


In addition, when mishandled, 
freon recharging kits can release 
more gas into the atmosphere 
than into the air conditioner. This 
is an increasing concern as we 
learn more about refrigerants’ 
effect on the earth’s ozone layer. 

In an effort to curtail the 
amount of the refrigerant released 
during air conditioning system 
maintenace and repair. Everco 
has pioneered development of 
professional refrigerant recovery 
and recycling equipment. This 
equipment allows trained service 
technicians to remove freon from 
a vehicle’s air conditioning 
system, recycle it for maximum 
performance, and re-use it rather 
than allowing it to escape into the 
atmosphere. 

An additional factor for new 
vehicles is the air conditioning 
system's oil capacity. Unlike older 
cars which have a separate 
reservoir for system lubricants, 
newer mobile air conditioning 
systems may mix oil with freon in 
the same line. This further 
complicates DIYer maintenance 
efficiency.
